Broadcaster and model Leeann 
Tweeden said Thursday that Al 
Franken “forcibly kissed” and 
groped her during a 
USO tour in 2006, 
two years before 
the Minnesota 
Democrat’s elec- 
tion to the U.S. 
Senate — prompt- 
ing Franken to 
apologize and call 
for a Senate ethics 
investigation into 
his own actions. 

“You knew ex- 
actly what you 
were doing,” Twee- 
den wrote in a blog 
post. “You forcibly 
kissed me without 
my consent, grabbed my breasts 
while I was sleeping and had 
someone take a photo of you do- 
ing it, knowing I would see it later 
and be ashamed.” 

The allegations came two days 
after a stunning hearing in Wash- 
ington, where lawmakers ac- 
knowledged sexual harassment is 
a pervasive problem on Capitol 
Hill — and amid mounting sexual 
misconduct accusations against

Malcolm Nicholas III was 
hooked up to an incubator for 
three months after his birth. He 
was born prematurely, and doc- 
tors warned his mother he was 


failing hearing tests and was 
likely to be a special needs child. 

But by the time his parents 
were able to bring him home to 
Hialeah, his appetite was vora- 
cious. He grew up healthy, tall 
and athletic and became a local 
basketball standout. 

His father, Malcolm Nicholas 


Jr. — a player under legendary 
Miami Senior High basketball 
Coach Marcos “Shakey” Rodri- 
guez — had previously mentored 
and befriended a young Miami 
High player who would grow up 
to become an NBA stalwart:
